Claims 1,3-5,9-12 and 14-15 are since certain key features of the claimed invention are 
not taught fairly suggested by prior art. 

In claim 1 , " a switch that is configured and arranged to selectively shunt the 
outputs of the first and second tubes, where when the switch is in a first position 
the first and second current signals are shunted together and can be detected by the 
backlight control circuit jointly, and when the switch is in a second position the first 
and second current signals are not shunted together and the first and second 
current signal are detected by the backlight control circuit separately from each 
other. "
